He was a member of the Ohio 
senate from 1900 rn 1904, and then 
served aa lieutenant governor of the 
state. In 1910 he was the Republican 
nominee for governor, but was defeat­ 
ed. Ii 1915 he was sent to the United 
Ss cates senate, serving until 1920, when 
be resigned to make the campaign for 
th* presidency.

that year he had l>een 
looked on as one of the possible nomi­ 
nees for the high office, but bls defeat 
In the primaries for election of dele­ 
gatee from Ohio seemed to spoil his 
chances. 
However, the conservative 
leaders of the Republican party pre­ 
vailed In the gathering in the Chicago 
Coliseum, and Mr. Harding wa a nomi­ 
nated. Ills campaign was based large­ 
ly on opposition to American partici­ 
pation In the League of Nations, and 
was so sucr*e.ssful that in the election 
of November 4 he received 404 eleo 
torii votes to 127 for James M. Cox,’ 
the Democratic nominee.

DESIGN AERIAL R A M S !

LONDON— Heavily-armored, steel- 
prowed battering rams, for use in 
the leviathan airships now being 
designed, are being constructed se­ 
cretly by British aircraft experts, 
says the Daily Chronicle’s aeron­ 
autical 
correspondent. 
These 
new 
terrors of the air will be launched 
at an immense height from 
the 
mothcr-airships and will rush down, 
guided by a solitary man sitting 
protected within their hulls, ready 
to strike hostile airships or bomb­ 
ing planes. 
“ W ithout guns or a-ny weapon 
save a knife-kke, cutting bow,'* says 
the writer, “ the pilot of the ‘ram ’ 
will seek as his quarry the big, 
slow flying troop.pbanes 
or trans­ 
ports, or he will swerve in deadly 
attack toward a hostile battle«hip 
of the air. Before 
he strikes 
his 
blow he will have the power, by 
operating 'interior 
mechanism, 
of 
drawing in his 
telescopic, 
metal 
wings. Then, with a fearful final 
plunge, like a great projectile, he 
will steer, not at the hull of the 
craft he seeks to cripple, but at 
vulnerable 
wings 
or control 
sur­ 
faces. Through these he will cut 
and rip his way, and the great 
craft he has rammed, stricken and 
put out of control, will reel earth­ 
ward to destruction.”
